CONDITION OF CATTLE. 

Mr. J. J. Winter, veterinary surgeon, in 
further examination by Mr. Fitzgerald, 
described the condition of the cattle upon 
the farm of.the plaintiff, when he was called 
and to exa chin cows, one of which was 
dead. ‘hey appeared to be well fed and 
were on good land, but in his opinion, with 
an experience, from 1887, ninty per cent. of 
the cows in Co. Limerick over five or six 

ears of age were affected with tubercular 

eilli. That would lower their vitality and 
would expose them to deleterious effects from 
drinking * polluted water. re were, he 
explained, latent tuberculosis and : open 
tuberculosis in cattle and 90 per cent. of those 
in Co. Limerick over five and six years would 
re-act when tested, 

Mr. Fitzgerald—What killed the cow that 
was dead ?—General tuberculosis, but that 
was areasod by the drinking of pollured 
water from the creamery. 

The witness also stated that on a subse- 
quent oceasion he found that may of the 
twenty cows of the plaintiff were ill, and in a 
tank under the creamery building there was 
filth, from which there was a foul smell. He 
detected ‘symptoms of creamery poses in 
an apimal upon which he had made a 
post-mortem ‘examination. i 

In ciíoss-examinatioun by Mr,. Lynch, the 
witness said that there were circumstances 
in which he could detect creamery poisoning 
and distinguish it from sewage er se Aí in 
the process of & fost-mortem examination. 

"JUDGE AND EXPERT REPORT. 

_ Mr. Jugtice Mo xpressed the opinion 
that in a case of thi he ‘it would be well 
te have the assistance of a report from an 
inspector who might visit the place on the 
instruction of a Government. - tment. 
Judges had the power of taking that step, 
but seldom exerdised it, and ere experts 
were available he thought the Courts might 
use their serviees, the results of which would 
be impartial. That would be a satisfactory 
course, and hé would be sympathetic towards 
an application of that nature by counsel. 

Mr. Lynch. said that persons from a 
Government Department had visited the 
scene and made nm inspection of the place. 

Mr. Lynch, .cpening the case for the de- 
fence, said that ‘it would be proved by 
competent analysts that there was nothing 
wrong with the water, and that nothing in 
it would be injurious to cattle. At present 
there was no work being executed in connec- 
tion with the creamery which would give 
ground for granting an injunction. 

INGPEGTOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. A. Poole Wilson, the Chief Thspector 
of the Dairy Section of the Department of 
Agriculture, gave evidence of the results of 
a visit to the place and an inspection by 
him of the sewage distribution system in 
connection with the creamery at Ardagh. 
In the adjoining fields, he said, he could 
see nothing objectionable, and in the stream 
he saw the minnow species of fish. Their 
presence in water was usually taken to 
indicate that the fluid was safe and fit for 
drinking by cattle on a farm. There were 
no signs of sewage pollution and no offensive 
smell, being only the odour that one 
would expect in an irrigation farm. In his 
opinion the sewage distribution system in 
i connection with the Ardagh creamery was 
efficacious, und there was nothing visible 
that could cause harm to stock on the farm. 

The furtber hearing of the case was 
adjourfed until Tuesday next,

It was inconceivable that a state of 
affairs should continue in which, despite 
the condition of their own farmers, they 
continued to import vegetables . from 
Holland, oatmeal from Canada, arid 
millions of pounds’ worth of wheat, flour 
and maiz In all we were spending about 
£60,000,000 on imports, and the retention 
of that money in the Free State would 
solve their economic difficulties. They 
would be told that their policy would put 
up the price of food. That was true to 
a slight éxtent. Last year wheat was 
50s. 10d. per twenty-stone barrel. In 
Septembef this year it had dropped by 
14s. 6d., but the drop in the price of the 
leaf to the consumer had been only one 
farthing, Why could not the Government 
put a tariff of 7s. per quarter on wheat. 
Only a very slight increase in the price of 
bread should follow, und, if the labourer 
was getting fair wages, he could afford the 
increase better than he could afford the 
present price when he was idle.

It was one that 
needed thoughtful consideration before- 
hand.

He 
had always been in favour of the imposi- 
tion of high tariffs agdiest any article that 
could be produced in this country at an 
economic price, He thought, further, that 
the present policy of allowing in the 
dumpings of other countries, while their 
own farmers had had the worst harvest 
they ever had, was all wrong. 

Statements had been made that it was 
necessary to ng foreign grain in order 
to mix it with the badly-saved Irish grain. 
The harvest in this country had been at 
least a month late, and no one was yet in 
a ition to judge the condition of the 
bulk of that harvest yet. Such statements. 
in his opinion, if not’ exactly false, were 
not frank. He was ip agreement with the 
motion, but he thought that they would 
make a mistake if they went further that 
day than to protest against the importa- 
lion of foreign grain. 

AN UNPRECEDENTED CRISIS. 

Mr. J. Mooney said that he thought that 
the resolution proposed was the only one 
that could take them out of their diff- 
culties. They did not want the tariff on 
two or three things ; we, wanted it on 
the lot to do any good. By going in for 
the lot they would get the trade unions 
and Labour organisations to support them. 

The farmers were faced with an we.

WORST. HARVEST SINCE 1879. 

Mr. Hanlon, of Redcar, aged 85 years, 
and one of the oldest farmers in County 
Dublin, agreed with the resolution, and 
said that the 'harvest this ‘year was the 
worst since 1879.

accept, although his selection of Galway as 
the last refuge of hocus-pocus is not without 
significance when it is remembered that his 
books were banned from the Galway Public 
Library very recently. When the Irish found 
themselves without grievances, and could find 
none for others, they faded from the world’s 
notice. It is comforting, however, to be told 
that the Irish are an adult race, like the 
Jews and the Chinese. 

The Elderly Gentleman had come from the 
capital of the British Empire at Bagdad to 
see and study the historic land of his an- 
cestors, which is now inhabited entirely by 
Methuselahs. The efforts at conversation be- 
tween the old gentleman and some of these 
new Methuselahs kept the audience in con- 
tinuous laughter throughout the first scene, 
where Zoo especially distinguishes herself. 

CONSULTING THE ORACLE. 

When the scene changes to the Temple at 
Galway the Man of Destiny is waiting to 
consult the Oracle. He hlusters about the 
necessity of war until the Oracle unveils, 
when he is stricken to the ground, bi oxer-. 
‘mg, he threatens to- shoot the Ora mo“ 
she takes the revolver and fires. - He falls to 
the ground, uttering cries of pain, but soon 
finds that he is unwounded. ‘‘So like a 
woman to miss ab five yards,"’ is his only 
comment. He attempts to stride away with 
dignity, but he is held by electrical entangle. 
ments‘at the statue to the world’s greatest. 
coward, Sir John Falstaff. 

‘When the British Prime Minister and his 
wife enter to consult the Oracle about the 
general election there is again political . satire 
that the audience thoroughly enjoyed. The 
visitors must wait; mummery is so necessary 
if the visitors are to be suitably impressed ! 
In the third scene they are at the Temple, 
and the Premier has to fortify himself 
with brandy to ask his questions. When 
his chance comes he makes a speech, 
but is interrupted by terrifying 
peals of thunder. When, at last. 
the questions are asked, the only words 
uttered by the Oracle are: ‘‘Go home, poor 
fool.” Exactly the same answer: that was 
given to Mr. Blueben’s predecessor fifteen 
years earlier. Blueben'’s rival, however, had 
said differently, so he dicides to tell his 
people that the Oracle had said to him 
exactly what had been said to Eastwind. The 
Elderly Gentleman is so outraged that he 
decides to remain at Galway, “against the 
wishes of the Oracle, who believes that he 
will inevitably die of discouragement. Taking 
his hand, she gazes steadily into -his face, 
whereupon he falls dead. . 

While neither of these parts is equal to 
part one, they are both very diverting to 
the politically-minded. They held the atten- 
tion of the. audience, despite the absence of 
movement or activity on the stage. To an 
Irish audience part four is of especia) in- 
terest, but it needs to be taken as something 
more than an elaborate joke. 

THE SETTINGS AND ACTING. 

The settings and costumes for these parts 
were at the same time beautiful and utili- 
tarian. The television apparatus in part 
three was so excellently contrived as to be 


ySuperior to anything hitherto used in this 


play. The Courtyard of the Oracle, in part 
four, was a model in colour and design of 
what such a setting should he. 

Last night Messrs. Micheal Macl.iammoir 
and Hilton’ Edwards dominated the acting, 
both being at their best.

‘BISHOP ‘OF MEATH’S 


ADDRESS.

The pretty little parish chur agh- 

ain Co. Meath, was filled 
to-day, when the Bishop of Meath (Dr. Orr) 
unveiled a beautiful stained glass window in 
memory of the late Senator Colonel Sir Nugent 
T. Everard, Bart., of Randlestown, County 
Meath. 

The window, which was erected by Lady 
Everard, was designed by Miss Sarah H, 
Purser, R.H.A., and the work was executed 
by the Stained Glass Co., 24 Tipper Pembroke 
street, Dublin, and is a credit to the artists. 
It adds considerably to the beauty of Donagh- 

atrick Church, wiiere the late Sir Nugent 

verard was a constant worshipper. The 
window is approximately seven feet by four, 
comprising two lights and tracery. The lights 
represent, respectively, Faith and Hope. In 
the left-hand light is a figure of Faith, girt 
in armour, with glowing. torch in one hand 
and in the other an open book, across which 
is inscribed: ‘* The just shall live by faith.” 
Overhead is the word ‘‘ Fides.” The figure 
on the ‘left hand is that of Hope. The left 
hand rests on an anchor, whilst the right 
hand holds aloft a branch bursting the bud. 
The tracery shows St, Patrick lighting the 
Paschal fire. ‘he colour schome throughout 
is harmonious and impressive. 

At the base of the window is the following 
inscription :—‘‘In loving memory of Senator 
Colonel Nugent Talbot. Everard, Bart,, 
H.M.L. Co. Meath, of Randlestown. Born 
October, 1849; died July, 1929. Erected by 


his wife.” 
THE SERVICE. 

The Service opened with the hymn, “ Rock 
of Ages, cleft for me," and the special Psalm 
selected was “ The Lord is my Shepherd. 

The Lesson was taken from the Revelations 
of St. John the Divine; and the other two 
hymns sung were favourites of Sir Nugent 
Hrecptd-caame y, “Nearer, my God, to Thee,’ 
and “ Abide with me, fast falls the Even- 
tide” As the congregation were leavin 
the church the organist played “For al 
the Saints who from their labour rest.’ 

The Bishop read the dedicatory prayers, 
and performed the ceremony of dedication of 
the window, to the glory of God, and in 
memory of Sir Nugent Everard. 

Addressing the congregation Dr. Orr said 
that they were gathered together that day 
to do honour to one who was well known, 
respected, and loved. - As they looked upon 
that window from time to time—upon the 
beauty of which he congratulated the 
artists—it would remind them of one whose 
two chief characteristics were faith and 
hope. Sir Nugent Everard was a man 
blessed with vision. He was one of those 
who made allowance for the points of view 
of those from whom he differed. That was 
a great gift. It was not given to everyone, 
but it was a gift which they ought to try 
and emulate. They missed Sir Nugent 
Everard very much in the councils of their 
Church. As a member of their Diocesan 
Council he was always in his place, always 
ready with his advice, and ready to work 
with others. And then they who were there 
that day. knew also what a large part he 
took in the work of the State. 

WORK FOR THE COUNTRY. 

One figure which the window had was the 
figure of Hope. When the change came in 
Ireland Sir Nugent Everard never gave up 
hope for his country, but threw himself into 
the work of public life, and did his utmost 
to carry on the affairs of the country in a 
right and proper way. They could well 
remember—those of them who knew him— 
the joy with which he received the news of 
his election to the membership of the 
Senate. There he was respected by all, 
even by those from whom ‘he differed. 
So that day they did not assemble with feel- 
ings .of sorrow and rogret, They came 
-together with hope.~They would be ready 
-ohe day to meet him again. Once more they 
would see his cheery smile in that better 
land of which they had been reading in their 
Lesson that day. It*was a grand thing to 
think that members of the Church of Ireland 
had in their creed set before them the great 
fact of the Communion of Saints; the creat 
fact that there was an unbroken union 
between us and those who were goue before 
in the faith of Jesus Christ. That union. 
which seemed to be broken, was not broken at 
all, but, rather, they were nearer and closer 
than ever. The love which their loved ones 
had for them here on earth could never he 
broken. Love was something which would 
never die. 

SPIRIT OF THANKFULNESS., i 

Therefore, he exhorted them to go’ forth 
from that church, in which Sir Nugent 
Everard worshipped and which he loved—te 

forth in a spirit of thankfulness to 
Almighty God, resolved to do all they could, 
as he did, to serve theiy Church, the grand 
old Church of Ireland, and which, through 
aj] its viscissitudes and tridjs—especially in 
latter vears—he never failed to love. And 
let them resolve also, as he resolved, to serve 
their country and to do all they could to 
promote its welfare. And so they would one 
day meet their loved ones again. Thev looked 
forward to meeting them in that land where 
“there shall be no more sorrow, no more 
pain, and where God shall wipe away all 
tears. "'

The 
Chinése “ Reds ’’ have shown a peculiar 
hatred of Christianity—partly acquired 
from their Russian allies, and partly in- 
spired by their wish | to embroil “the 
Nationalist Government with the Christian 
Powers... Their: obscene fury has. fallen 
with equal weight on Roman Catholic 
bishops and Protestant English women. 
Henceforward Chiang Kai-shek will have 
not only a desire—with which we have not 
failed to credit him—but a duty to pro- 
tect the missions; and, happily, the new 
duty seems to coincide with a ew oppor- 
tunity. The Communists have been able 
to ravage large areas of Central China

Doubtless, 
these charges contain a strong element of 
truth; yet, as we have suggested: before, 
something deeper lies behind this revolt, 
disturbances that 
have taken place in other South American | 
States. Jt is directed primarily against | 
the undue proniinence of foreign interests 
in Brazilian affairs—notably, of the 
colossal interests of the United States, 
whose corporations control a vast share of 
Latin-American resources, The  satis- 
factory conduct of these interests demands 
stable and amenable government south of 


the Rio Grande; and it is an open secret: i 


that foreign money not only keeps 
Administrations in power, but renders 
them duly docile. No little support is 
lent to this view by the fact that, as soon 
as definite signs of revolt appeared in 
Brazil, resident citizens of thé United 
States hastened to offer their services to 
the Federal Government, and Washington 
forbade . its subjects to supply the 
insurgents with arms or ammunition. 
Now that, unexpectedly, the revolt has 
succeeded, what course of action will be 


‘taken by the new Government of Brazil? 
‘| The country’s political tradition may be 


broken, as it has been broken, in a single. 
month; but a new fiscal structure, 
necessarily involving a clash with the 
powers of North American finance; cannot 
be elaborated with the same cheerful 
spontaneity.

HOUSES FIRED BY 
"PLANE CRASH. 


TWO FRENCH AIRMEN 
KILLED AT START OF 
FLIGHT. 

From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 

LE BOURGET, Friday. 
The airmen, Gilbert Lane and Pierre 
Nicolas Silberbaum, who were attempti 
a flight to Cairo and Addis Abeba, crashe 
immediately after leaving here this morn- 
ing. ‘Their machines burst into flames, 
and the two airmen were burned to death. 
Their aeroplane was heavily loaded with 
fuel, and made several unsuccessful 
attempts before finally taking off. Five 
hundred litres of petrol had been taken 
from the tanks to aid the machine to rise.

FRENCH PROFESSOR’S 
LECTURE, 


—wvw “—-—--— 


A public lecture by Monsieur R. Chauvelot, 
Professor of Ethnography at the Collége des 
Sciences, Paris, was given in University Col- 
lege, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, his subject 
being, “ France in Indo-China.’’ 

Dr. Coffey, President of the College, in in- 
troducing the lecturer, said that he was a 
distinguished writer and worker in the science 
of ethnography. In that connection he had 
travelled widely in the East and West Indies 
and in Africa. He was a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour and an Officier d’ Académie 
His writings included, works on Japan, 
Rumania, Portugal and Abyssinia. 


THE LECTURE. 

Professor Chauvelot, speaking in French, 
said that he was in Ireland as the guest of 
M. Alphand, the French Minister to the Free 
State, and he was glad to have an oppor- 
tunity of seeing this country. France, he 
said, had a big task in undertaking not only 
the colonisation, but the civilisation, of Indo- 
China. In that country they had two sys- 
tems of administration : one, direct for Cochin- 
China, and another with a protectorate over 
Annam, Cambodia and Laos, which three 
places had three native kings. France was 
very much helped.in these countries by the 
Catholic missionaries. Except for a very 
small part of the population, which were ex- 
cited by propaganda from Moscow and Can- 
ton, the people were loyal,to France and law- 
abiding. 

Indo-China, he said, was very prospérous, 
being the largest rice-producing country in 
the world after Burma. In the North there 
‘were valuable mines,. rich in coal, silver, 
copper and other metals, besides large num- 
France had built 
ten railway lines covering two thousand miles. 
He invited Irish citizens to come and see the 
International. Colonial Exhibition which would 
be opened in Paris next April for the display 
of Indo-China products, which, he felt sure, 
would. be “worth seeing. 

The lecturer said that he had already sent 
three articles about the Free State to his 
paper, the Figaro, of Faris. >
